at the opening of the session. Of this 
official reticence the Government sup 
portcr.s anil the public justly complain, 
Throo weeks before the return of 
the ruiibnsiviilur we wore cnabW to an- 
nounce that the contract had been 
awarded to tho firm of McNamecit Go. 
of Montreal. Fellow-passengers of the 
Premier on the steamer that bore him 
back to tho Province wore entertained 
by him with a glowing description of 
tho result of his mission ; and on land- 
ing they were enabled to inform mem- 
- bers of the House that the work had 
really been entrusted to the Montreal 
firm. It was only after he had stepped 
ashore here that the Premier threw the 
cloak of official reticence over his acts, 
and cither denied that the work had 
beenlet or declined to converse upon the 
^ subjeotat alljCven with staunch support- 
ers. More than a year ago the Govern- 
ment announced officially that the sum 
of §250,000 to be paid over by the Do- 
minion Government is a gift in lieu of 
the guarantee of interest; and with this 
knowledge the public are at a loss to 
* understand why tenders- were not 
ihm called for and the award made in 
the fall, and why tho work is not now 
well undorweigh. Tlio delay would 
seem to have been inexcusable, nor 
can the mission to Ottawa be satisfac- 
torily accounted for in the face of tiie 
official announcement of a year ago. 
Left to grope in the dark by those who 
/-.•haye ifc.in their power to restore con-

House before placing the matter in a 
position to enabln thn work to pro- 
ceed ? So far as can be gathered the 
excursion of the Premier to Ottawa has 
not produced anything that will prove 
of benefit to the country — except per- 
haps in having opened the eyes of the 
Dominion Government to a knowledge 
of tho incapacity of the. Premier and his 
colleagues. That tho drydock must be 
pushed on all parties will agree; and the 
House, we feel sure, stands ready to 
give any reasonable guarantee that will 
ensure the early commencement and 
speedy completion of a work that is 
destined to confer great benefits upon 
the country. It is not complimentary 
to thn Ministry that tho g:;'\rantee 
should bo demanded ; but tho House 
will probably not be surprised, after 

" what has passed, at the " no-confidence " 
. feelifig of tho two Goverilinents which 
stand pledged to further tho scheme. 

TRE MSifLVEilCY ACT. 



• The- repeal of this Act is considered 
certain. It has never been in favor 

with business men throughout tho Do- 
minion, and is said to have increased 
I'ather than diminishetl the calamitous 
commercial events v.'hich it was in- 
tended to prevent. Tho disposition at 
Ottawa is .to allow each Province to 
provide its own insolvency legislation. 
Upon tho repeal of the Dominion Act 
tlin laws in force prior to tlic passage 
of the present Act will come into 
operation again. The old British Co- 
lumbia Act will bo revived imme- 
diately, and future insolvency casei 
will be disposed of under it. . In some 
respects it is better adapted. to the xe-. 
quircraents of this country than the 
Dominion Act.

Much of tho 
stock has already been taken, .\ co- 
operative store is contemplated, well 
stocked with ladies' and children's 
apparel, which is to be furnished to 
stockholders at a small percentage 
above cost price. There is to be at- 
tached to the store a lunch-room and a 
reading-room, with materials for writ- 
ing. Competent saloawomen of refine 
meut and education will be provided. 
It is the intention of the association 
to be co-operativo in every respect, the 
cniployd's being interested in the pro- 
fits according to their abilities and tho 
salaries they receive — a plan of treat- 
ment which will induco fidelity and 
economy. As a trifling percentage only 
will bo added to the cost of goods, 
shareholders will oflect a largo saving 
in purchase. Agencies will bo estab- 
lished in Paris and London for the pur 
chase of goods. Arrangements will 
also be made with American manu- 
facturers for the production of special 
brands of silks and fabrics, whereby 
tho cost of a lady's toilet can be 
materiallv reduced.

A BYLAW 

TO FURTHER AMEND THE POUND BY- 
LAW, 1878. 

JVJIFREASit is expedient to fuillier 
ainenil the Citii Puund Bijluu-; 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOll 
and Councillors of theCitycf Victoria 
aa follows: — ■ 

i Notwithstandini^ anything cuntainoJ in 
tho Victoria City Pound Bylaw, 187H, it 
shall bo lawful for tho Slayor and Cuun- 
cil, by such person as thoy shall by reso- 
lution appoint, upon the application of 
any person residing within tho City of 
Victoria and owning or keeping within 
tho limits of tho said City a dog or dogs, 
to issue to such person a license entitling 
such person to permit his dog or dogs to 
run at largo within tho limits of tho City 
of Victoria aforesaid. Such license shall be 
granted so as to terminate on tho thirty- 
first day of December in each and every 
year, and shall bo issued to such por.son 
on payment by him of tho sum of two 
dollars, 

2. It shall be the duty of the CoUoctor, 
or other ofKcer or servant of tho Corpora- 
tion duly authorized by resolution for 
that purpose, on issuing the said license 
to registor in a book to bo kept for that 
purpose a description of tho dog in ro- 
spct of which such license shall bo grant- 
ed and tho name of tho person to whom 
such license Blmll bo delivered. And the 
oflicor or servant of the Oorpqration issu- 
ing such license shall at tho samo timo 
deliver to tho applicant therefor a metal 
badgo or tag stampod with tho year in 
which such badgo or tag shall bo issuodand a 
number corresponding with tho number 
of the record of tho issue of the license 
issued in respect of such dug. 

3. Tho owner or keoi)or of any dnj; in 
respect of wliich such license shall be 
issued as aforesaid shall cause a collar to 
bo constantly worn by such dog, with tho 
metal badgo or tag mentioned in section 
two of this Bylaw attached thereto, 

4. No dog shall bo permitted to go at 
largo in the City of Victoria unless ,such 
dog shall wear a metal Ladgo or tag to bo 
used under tho provisions of this jjylaw, 
and in caso any dog shall bo. found loose 
or going at largo as aforesaid contrary to 
tho provisions of this Bylaw tho owner or 
keeper of such dog shall forfeit and pay a 
tino or penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars, to he recovered in tho manner 
provided for in tho tenth section of "Tho 
Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879." 

And notwithstanding tho imposition of 
any tino under the provisions of this By- 
law, such dog shall bo liable to bo im- 
pounded and dealt with in all respects in 
the same manner as if this Bylaw liadnot 
been passed, 

5. On complaint being made to the 
Collector of Taxes of tho City of Victoria 
of any dog kept within the City limits 
habitually disturbing tho (|uiet of any 
person or persons whomsoever by bark- 
ing or howliiic, or endangering tho .-iafoty 
of any person by biting or otherwise, tho 
Collector of Taxes on such complaint aliall 
issue or cause to bo issued notice of such 
coaiplaint to tho owner or person kocping 
such dog and shall cause such person to 
remove or destroy such dog within three 
days after tho service of such notice upon 
such person. And if any person upon 
whom any such notice shall be .served as 
aforesaid shall neglect to remove or de- 
stroy such dog within the period limited 
in such notrico, ho shall incur a penalty 
not exceeding the sum of twenty dollars, 
to bo recovered by way of summary pro- 
ceedings before any Justice of tho Peace 
having jurisdiction within the City limits, 
and payment of any fine imposed under 
the provisions of this section may be en- 
forced in tho manner provided in tho tenth 
section of "The Victoria Revonuo Bylaw, 
1879." 

Provided always that such Justice of 
the Peace shall bo satisfied by proper evi- 
dence that such dog liad in manner afore- 
said habitually disturbed tho quiet of any 
person or persons in tho City or had o!i- 
dangcred the safety of any person or per- 
sons in tho said City by biting or other- 
wise.

Cambridgo at first gained a slight advan- 
tagrfrom rowing a quicker stroke, but 
the Oxford crew di'ow to a level with 
them by the time a half mile had been 
rowed and at Gros's wharf, 3j minutes 
from the start, had a lei'.d of a few feet, 
when a mile had been left behind a splen- 
did struggle took place for tho lead which 
tho Cainbridge . secured, and opposite 
Crabtree, a mile and a quarter from the 
start, it seems as if they would row right 
aw.ay. But tho spurt had told upon them 
and they began-to row short. They, how- 
over, maintained the lead to Haininor- 
sraith Bridge half a mile further on, part- 
ly because of bad steering by Oxfoid. 
Tho boats were on even terms very short- 
ly after passing the bridge and an exciting 
struggle was maintained to Cliiswick 
Eyot. The irregularity of tho Cambridge 
crew, was perceptibly increasing, while 
tho Oxford crow wore rowing like a ma- 
chine. Wlicn half way to Chiswick Eyot 
the Oxford crow led by half a length. At 
Chiiwick Church, two miles and live fur- 
longs from the start, the race, which had 
80 far been one of the finest ever seen was 
virtually over.

Testing a Fire HYDKANT.--The new 
fire hydrant recently erected at the junc- 
tion of Fort and Douglas streets waa test- 
ed yesterda}' afternoon under tho super- 
vision of Chief Engineer Phillips, In tho 
firat place two lengths of hose -were con- 
nected with tho hydrant and a stream 
ninety-five feet in len^h was projected 
through a nozzle one inch in diamoter. 
Then two streams, each ninety-two feet 
in length, were thrown through three- 
quarter inch nozzles. These teats being 
considered satisfactory the Deluge Com- 
pany's steam engine was attached to tlie 
hydrant and a stream 135 feet in length 
passing through an inch nozzle was then 
thrown. Subsequently water was driven 
through the corporation main for a dis- 
tance of a mile and a quarter up Fort 
street, and on a length of hoso being at- 
tached td-tho cock in that locality a stream 
8ixty-si5t'''feet in length was projected 
through a three-quarter inch nozzle. The 
test amply demonstrated the utility of 
fire hydnints, and wo understand that their 
erection will bo recommended in other 
parts of the city remote from fire cisterns.

Ah Mow, a Chinaman, was charged 
with breaking away from the chaingan^- 

C. Todd, Superintendent of PolicOj de- 
posed that tho prisoner was sentenced at 
the lost Spring Assizes to eighteen months 
imprisonment with hardlaDoi^ forlarceny, 
and that on the 23rd February lost whilst 
working with the chaingang .near the 
scli-jol reserve he unlawfully orbke away 
and niado good his escape. 

Frederick Hussey, convict guard, de- 
posed that from information received he 
secured tho sen'ices of Officers Lindsay, 
O'Connor and Ford and proceeded with 
tliem to a house on Cormorant street at 
half-past one o'clock this (Tuesday) morn- 
ing. They surrounded the house and 
made a thorough search. The prisoner 
then came out and started to run away, 
going in the direction of where Oflicer 
Lindsay was. Lindsay gave chase, and 
after some trouble succeeded in arresting 
the prisoner. Witness recognized the 
prisoner as Ah Mow who escaped from 
the chaingang. He made another attempt 
to escape as they wore taking him to gaol. 

Henry Murray testified that on Febru- 
ary 23rd last he was in charge of the gang 
at tho School Reserve. At about 1 p. m. 
the prisoner was left as usual to clean up 
the plates, etc., used at dinner. About 
20 minutes past one witness went to the 
cook house to rc(,<jJiow the pri.soner was 
getting on and fotltid that ho was missing. 
Witness noticed that ho had taken some 
files with him. Witness reported the 
escape to tho Superintendent of Police 
and several ofEcers started out in pursuit 
of prisoner but could not find him. 

'rhe prisoner made the following state- 
ment: " I was sick in iny neck and tho 
cook told ine to go out and go to tlio Chi- 
nese doctor to got Home luodicino. Ho 
(the cook) said that if tho medicine cured 
mo I was to come back and that if 1 did 
not come back he would fetch mo back." 

His Honor committed the prisoner for 
trial at the next assizes. 

William Tredgott, charged with steal- 
ing a pair of pants belonging to Mr. T. 
W, Pierre. 

The prosecutor deposed that tho pri- 
soner stole tho pants from his store on 
Yates street on or about the Slst January 
last. 

Tho prisoner pleadod guilty mid was 
remanded one week for aentouco. 

Ah Sing, a Chinaman, charged by John 
J. Russell with treapai-iing on liis proper- 

The prosecutor testified that tho de- 
fendant was on his lot, situate on Kane 
street, this (Tuesday) morning, and that 
he took liim into ciiEtody and brought 
liim to gaol on a charge of tre.'ipa.ss. 

His Honor said that there was nothing 
to show that tho defendant was on the 
lot with unlawful intent aiuf that as tlie 
oliaige was merely ono of trespass tiie 
prosecutor would have to seek his remedy 
m a civil court. The case would there- 
fore be dismissed^

S Ohineso Fonbral." ' ' 

The obscqnies of a Cliinese. meraliant, 
formerly trading at Now Westminster, 
who died on board tho steamer Enter- 
prise during her last trip to this port, 
took place yesterday, aad wore of a verj' 
imposing and interesting character. At 
about 1 p.m. the remains of tho deceased 
wero'conveyod froin tho establishment of 
Mr. C. Hay ward/ the well known' under- 
taker, to Cormorant street whore arrange- 
ments had previously been made for tho 
reception of tho body. The thoroughfare 
was thronged with spectators and tho 
rickety old verandahs of many of the ad- 
jacent buildings wero crowded with cel- 
estials who appeared to take great inter- 
est in the proceedings. The coffin was 
placed on trestles in the middle of the 
street and the lid having been removed a 
large umbrella w.as expanded to shield 
the body from tho rays of the sun. On 
either side tables wero ranged spread with 
roosted pigs, chickens and a variety of 
savory viands. Surrounding the coffin 
were a nunibor of piriests, their bodies be- 
ing attired in flowing white robes and 
their heads enveloped in red and yellow 
sashes. Tlic funeral was conducted un- 
der tho auspices of a society supposed to 
be of Masonic origin, and tho members of 
tho order in carrying out tho ceremony 
performed a variety of intricate evolutions 
around tliebody during which it was notice- 
able that tho niovemonts, ge<<tures and 
participants ivere cither three or nine in 
number. Durin" the service ono of tho 
highest officers of tho secret order read 
from a lai'go sheet of paper on which were 
inscribed Chineso characters, descriptive 
of tho deceased's genealogy and virtues. 
On all tho tables burning candles and 
fusees wero displayed in keeping with tho 
iMongolian belief in tho cflicacy of Ore. 
At the conclusion of tho service the fun- 
oral corlcgi'. was formed. Preceding the 
hearse wero two files of members of tho 
order, each carr3'iiig a banner of peculiar 
device and bright colored material. Ac- 
companying them wero two men with 
gongs, which they struck at regular inter- 
vals as the procession moved on. On both 
sides of tlio hearso wore tho priests, each 
having in his hand a lighted taper. 
Then followed other momlaora of the 
order and mourners and bringing up tho 
rear was a Chinese band which played 
wierd and plaintive music in a minor key. 
The.burial rites at the cemetery, although 
brief, wero poculiarlj' characteristic. The 
costly lianners, costuines and beddingand 
clothing of the decc.isod were piled in a 
promiscuous lieap a;ui ignited. Then the 
priests gesticulate"; around the collin and 
what remained of the "funeral baked 
meats" was finally thrown into the grave. 
During tho rites the clothes of the docoas- 
cd wero ripped open and searched for 
money or valuables by hia friends, who 
apparently were laboring under the im- 
pression that he died wealthy. Tho in- 
vestigation, however, did not seem to bo 
attended by any satisfactory result. 

Cavturhi) at Last. — .\h Mow, the 
Chinaman who escaped from tho chain- 
gang in the vicinity of tlio School Reserve 
at the head of View street on tiie 23d ult., 
was captmed by the police at about 2 
o'clock -jesterday moming. It appears 
that information was received that the 
Chinaman had for some time past been 
concealed in a cabin situated on Cormor- 
ant street. OfHcers Lindsay and O'Connor 
acconqiauiod l)y several convict guards 
surrounded the building and instituted a 
search, but it was not attended with tho 
desired success. Oflicer Lindsay, how- 
over, feeling convinced that the prisoner 
'vaa lurking in tho neighbourhood watch- 
ed tho promises after tho other constables 
had loft and in a few minutes detected 
Ah Mow in the act of emerging from an 
out-house and attempting to escape. The 
oflicer, with praiseworthy alacrity, gave 
chase and eventually aucceedcd in over- 
hauling his man. He then blow his 
whistle and the other constables having 
come to his assistance Ah Mow was secur- 
ed and lodged in gaol. He waa brought 
before the Police Magistrate yestorday 
and committed for trial on a charge of 
breaking gaol. An inspection of tho cabin 
he has recently occupied shows that lie 
had taken duo precautions to evade tho 
viyilanco of tho police. Immediately 
alongside his bod he liad prepared a kind 
of -iiiipniinplu coffin by removing the 
planks of tho floor for a sufficient space 
to admit his body. When he apprehended 
danger ho atmght refuge in the cavity thus 
made and pulling tho planks over himself 
in their proper jiositions remained con- 
cealed until he felt assured that his pur- 
suers had left tho premises. On one or 
two occasions the police, whil.-it searching 
tho liouao, have walked over the identical 
planK's beneath which the Chinaman was 
lyiny- 

The Stiiike. — Tho sliipcarpenters and 
caulkers employed on tno Wm. Irving 
steamboat resumed work yesterday on the 

10-hour scale. It appears that in the port 
of Victoria .since 1807 ahipcarpenters and 
caulkers have worked only nine hours 
a-day. At Burrard Inlet the hands em- 
ployed on tho steamboat worked ten 
hours a-day, but upon arrival here struck 
for the enforcement of the 9-hour rule. 
Yesterday, upon reflection, they resumed 
work at 10 hours a-day.

The Oomlne Oomet. 

Tho Astronomer Royal of Eiighiud 
informs the "Washington aHtronomers 
that a comet has .been seen from the 
Observatory nt Capetown, South' Af- 
rica, The question naturally arises 
whether tlii.s is the great coiUGt whose 
appearanco wa.s announced by Dr. 
Gould of the Cordoba' Obsorvatorj in 
South America about a week ago. The 
fact that Cordoba and Capetown are 
both in the'^Southorn hemisphere," and 
in nearly the same latitude, is an argu- 
ment in favor of that supposition; but 
on the other hand, there seems to be 
an irreconcilable variance in the ac- 
count of tho comot'K motions. Dr 
Gould described his comet as moving 
northward, while Gill,- the South Af- 
rican observer, reports that the comet 
ho sees is moving southward. Neither 
of these comets, if there be two, lia.s 
yet been seen from any of our observa- 
tories. We are yet ignorant whether 
the coming'comet is • uierely», . telescopio, 
like that oMasfc yetiv, or one of those 
stupendous naked-eye fellows that in 
the age of superstition were dreaded as 
protending great wars. Tho belief in 
the bellicose significance of coinot.s is 
not yet extinguished. Probably the 
majority of unedudated persons regard- 
ed the coniet bflSll us a forerunner 
of the war of 1812 in America, and 
of tho three tremendous closing .strug- 
gles by which Europe finally shook ofl' 
tiie grip of Napoleon. Tlio gi-eat comet 
of 1843 was near enough to the Mexi- 
can war to bq regarded by the super- 
stitious as a celestial prognostioation, 
and who doe.s not remoniber how dire- 
ful appeared the unparalleled comet of 
1858, in the days when tho possibility 
of civil war was on ovory tongue 1 The 
comet of 18G1, nearly as huge as its 
predecessor, seemed to the superstitious 
a second sign of the great fratricidal 
struggle. So the comet of 1875 did 
not fail to find believers who connect- 
ed it with the rHuiblingsof coming war 
in the East, and when, two or tiireo 
years later, Russia's army marched up- 
on Constantinople, such believers were 
assured that the prophecy of the comet 
had come true. This .superstition will 
probably alway.s linger in the hur.ian 
mind, and should tho comet that is 
now visible in the southern heavens 
sweep into its perihelion passage around 
the sun with a train of light stretching 
half-way across tlit sky, there will not 
be wanting persons to point at the now 
augmenting armaments of the great 
powers of Eurojie, and to predict a 
great clash of arms. In tiiis they will 
have the support of tho astrilogera. In 
nn astrological almanac published in 
London, and of great authority among 
its jiatrons, there is a pictorial pro- 
phecy for the year 1880, in which a 
iiemleted woman, armed with a sword, 
dominates over a 6eld filled with tramp- 
ing armies. The publisher prudently 
postpones the letter-press explanation 
of tins formidable picture to next year's 
almanac. In tho meantime those of us 
who ai'C not superstitious may expect 
the comet with equanimity, and fear- 
lessly iiope that it belongs to tho larg- 
est and most brilliant species. 

London's "Wintsr Mnd. 



A recent number of tho Daily ^ews 
gives us this jiioturoof London's winter 
mud ; "^lud is deposited at all tho 
corners of all tho thoroughfares, and 
accumulates, contentedly at usurious 
interest.' ' Out iii the streets cabs and 
omnibuses plow through the heavy 
pasty roadway and bespatter the pas- 
sengers from head to foot witli tho 
foul refuse of street dirt. The cros- 
sing sweci)ers, insulated in a sea of 
mud and fortified by mud banks at 
either side, construct narrow avenues 
of approach for a busy public, and do 
a roaring trade in conscientious pas- 
sengers. The horses slip and strain 
themselves over the groa.sy pavement, 
and a sullen ill-temper settles down on 
every face. On all sides there is com- 
plaint, indignation and outcry. But 
nothing is done. "We say the state of 
things is intolerable and unheard of 
and yet we tolerate it, and we hear of 
little else. Furthermore, we know 
that what is bad now will toon bo 
worse..i; 1^0 shall certainly have rain, 
and we shall probably have snow. We 
shall find some morning the showers 
pouring down on the heaps of pasty 
London clay and converting them into 
long reaches of foul mud. Then a few 
scavengers will turn out in a desultory 
way and make believe to do good work 
with praiseworthy gravity and deliber- 
ateness of purpose. A feeble horao 
will pull a rotary brush over the 
stones. Then comes tho snow. If ac- 
cumulates. No one complains for the 
moment. The relief from customary 
mud is quite grateful to the senses, 
and it is a pleasure to look on a clean 
surface and be able to cross the streets 
dryshod. Then comes tbo thaw. The 
scavengers conscious of their feeble in- 
ability, remain quiescent, or do a little 
feeble experimental work, chiefly in 
the nature of a protest But in the 
main the roadway is left to itself, and 
settles doT^n:in a state^of indescribable 
miro. Evep the footway becomes 
hopeles.s. Between both the London 
thoroughfares for tho coming year will 
probably bo as disgraceful as they have 
been during the course of many suc- 
cessive winters."

Family scatters. 

Oatmeal for Childreu . — Put two 
tablespoonfuls of r-:itnioal into one 
quart of ^cpld; water and boil .one.liourj 
add a little^TOlW^ vStramX?'^^^ 
two tablespoons to a bottle 'of, mii'K. 
This may be sweetened or nbt lis you 
choose. 

Hanging plants are more apt than 
others to suffer from drynes.s. To 
■water them perfectly, plunge.the basket 
into a bucket of ■water and let tiie 
earth become thoroughly soaked through. 
Keturii thorn to their places, after all 
dri]ipiiig has cea.sed. 

Cellars containing roots must be 
kept cool. A therinoineter will be 
found useful in a cellar where roots or 
fruit are kept. In either case ' the 
nearer the temperature can be kept to 
31' the better. Roots for table use, if 
kept in a warm cellar, should be cover- 
ed with earth or sand to keep them 
from wilting. 

I'o Loosen Glasf Stoppers. — Put one 
er two drops of sweet oil round the 
stopper, close to the mouth of tho bot- 
tle ; then put it a little distance from 
the fire. When the decanter gets 
warm, have a wooden instrument with 
a clotli wrapped tightly round it ; then 
strike t!ie stopper, first on ono side, 
then on the other ; by persevering a 
little while, you will most likely get it 
out Or you may lay the bottlo in 
warm water, so that the neck of the 
bottlo may bo under water. Let; it 
souk for a time, then knock it with a 
wooden instrument as before. 

Healing liooms. — A fact not gener- 
ally known is stated by a furnace 
manufueturer, and people who are set- 
ting up stoves may perhajis profit by 
it The furnace man says that heat 
passes readily in a house from nortii 
to south or from nortiiwost to south- 
west, while only under the most fav- 
orable circumstances will it take tho 
opposite direction. If you have a 
stove in a room on the south side of 
your liouso, you will not bo able in 
cold weather to heat an adjoining room 
to the north of it, no matter how good 
your stove may bo, while an able-bod- 
ied stove in the nortli room will heat 
both of them. The idea is that the 
heat follows the course of the wind 
outside, and the prevailing winds are 
northwesters. 

Care of the Hands. — A handsome 
hand is a charming object in itself, and 
seems to indicate refinement in its 
owner. To be perfect, tiio hand siiould 
be delicate and somewhat long. The 
back should be just jjluru]) enough to 
prevent the veins from being too pro- 
minont. The fingers must be long and 
tapering, forming little graduated col- 
umns of perfect proportion. When 
tho hand is open there should be little 
dimples at the knuckles, which ought 
to be slightly proininoiit when the 
hand is closed. .Much of tho beauty 
of the fingers and hand depends upon 
tho proper care of nails. Tiiese, if cut 
too close, deform the finger ends, ren- 
dering them stubby. The upper and 
free border of the nail should always 
be left projecting a lino or ao boyond 
the extremity of the fingers, and should 
be pared only to a slight curve, with- 
out encroaching too much on the angles. 
Soap and the finger brush are all that 
is necessary for cleaning and polishing 
the nails. Tho habit of biting the 
nails is as ugly as it is fatal to them. 
When the skin of the iiaiuls is 
hard and rough, they should bo 
kept almost constantly gloved, 
and washed frequently (but not 
too often) with lukewarm water 
and fine soap, to which may bo added 
a little bran. A little cold cream be- 
fore going to bi:d is a common and u.-^e- 
ful a|)|)lication. Tlic skin of tiie hauda 
should always be soft and flexible. 

Tueue's been " the deuce to pay " in 
ono of the leading Clyde .ship yards. 
A steamer built for the P. it O. Go., 
supposed to be first-class in every re- 
spect, was returned to the builders' 
yard after having made only one voy- 
oge. She leaked, when underway, like 
a sieve, and was dry when lying still. 
The builders claimed that the leak was 
caused by the boilers being placed too 
near the sides of the vessel, causing 
"unequal expansion and contraction " 
of the plating. Of cour.se this was 
laughed at, and well it might be. 
Extra surveyor.-? were sent down from 
London, and lo and behold ! the trou- 
ble was soon made apparent The ves- 
.sel had been sloucliingly built, her butt- 
straps did not fit, and wiiite lead and 
Ciinvas were niado to do duty for iron, 
and rivets were adrift -everywhere. 
The inspectors had their hands full to 
make good the wicked defieiencios. The 
two Glasgow inspectors were discharg- 
ed for failing to do their duty, and the 
Superintendent of the Lino and the 
builders are placed in a very un- 
pleasant position. — Nautical Gazette.
